in her Life-Time. It is alfo contrary co the firft 
Inftitution of Marriage, by which it was appoint. 
ed that two, not three or more fhou'd be one Flefh. 
Jt is contrary to the Nature of Conjugal Love, 
and that ftri& Tye of Affection, which far exceeds 
all other Bonds of Blood or Friendfhip, and there- 
fore cat take Place becween two Perfons only. Ir 
is contrary to the Nature of the Matrimonial Con- 
tract, which is {uch according to St, Pau/, as that 
the Power of the Husband's body is wholly Trans- 
ferred to the Wife, and that of tke Wite to the 
Husband ; fo'that neither of them can join them, 
felves to. another Perfon without being Guilty of 
Fraud and Injuftice..

For 1 in the Alembick the Vapors have bur a lir- 
vie way to afcend, fo thar there is roo near a Con- 
jw€tion of the Saline Spirit with the Warry Par- 
ticles, Whereas the Vapors raifed by che Sun's 
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Heat pafs through various Regions of che Arr, 
whereby it is very probable thar the Saline 
and Watry Particles are by little and little 
{eparated trom each orher, ull the latter con- 
dene into Rain. 2. The Vapors in the Alembeck 
are confined by the Veffel, which hinders the free 
Egrefs of the Saline Spirit. But the Vapors of the 
Sea are free from this Reftrainr. Befides the mid- 
dle Region of the Air refrigerates and condentes 
the Vapors of the Sea, and confequently feparates 
all that remains of the Volatile Salt from them.
